Arrest of Franz Schulenburg in San 
Francisco Uncovers Widespread

THE LADY WAS WOLF VON IGEL'S AGENT 


San Francisco, Dec. 26.—A womari 
designater] only as "H" and said to be 
prominent in the German secret ser- 
vice, directed the activities of Franz 
Schulenberg, alleged master spy held 
here on a presidential warrant accord- 
ing to information divulged today by 
federal official?. 


Schuleiiberg^ is said to have been 
active in plans to destroy bridges and 
public buildings in Canada and ship- 
ping and warehouses in Pacific ports. 
Dfficials said the woman barely es- 
caped arrest here four weeks ago, the 
day before SchuJenberg was captured. 


The clue to her part in Schulen- 
berg's operation was revealed jn a let- 
ter found among his effects. 
It in- 
structed Schulenberg to meet her in 
L.OS Angeles. 
The letter was post- 
marked Cleveland, Ohio.

Investigation showed, officials said, 
that the woman had been an agent of 
Wolf von Igel, former secretary to 
Franz von Papen, head of the Ger- 
man espionage system in this country.

While their guns bombard the west- 
ern front, the 
Germans are 
taking 
troops from the eastern front for use 
elsewhere despite the provision of the 
Russo-German 
armistice prohibiting 
(iuch action. 
The artHlery activity in 
France has been moderate over most 
of the front and more violent on the 
right bank of the Meuse, northeast of 
Verdun, the scene of the German at- 
tack nearly two years ago. 


German infantry has not been ac- 
tive and it is probable that Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg is waiting for 
more reinforcements before making 
bis heralded attack. 
Russian advices 
telling of the German withdrawals in 
the east add that some of the troops 
are being taJcen to the Rumanian front. 
Rumania is not taking part in 
the 
peace negotiations and the 
Ukrane, 
which lies beyond Moldavia and Bes- 
etarabia, is opposed to the Bolsheviki. 


South of Juvincourt, in the Rheims 
section of 
Champagne, the 
French 
have carried out a raid into the Ger- 
man lines and brought back prisoners. 
On the British portion of the front 
there have been raids In addition to the 
artillery duel, but no large operation 
is yet indicated. 


On the northern Italian front, the 
enemy has struck toward the Frenzela 
valley west of the river. 
After two 
days of bitter fighting the Italians have 
regained possession of lost positions on 
the Col Del Rosso west of the river and 
have attacked the Austro-German po- 
sitions on Monte Pertica, east of the 
river. 
Berlin claims the capture of 
9.000 prisoners in the gaining of the 
CoV^Del Jlosso, which later was lost to 
the Italians.

London, Dec. 26.—^There have been 
occasional assertions in Petrograd dis-

Nearly all make the point in one 
form or other that defection from the 
workmen's and soldiers' organization 
is growing constantly. 
Among causes 
alleged, are general lack of authority 
the Increase of drunkenness, the reluc- 
tance of the population to work and 
the scarcity of foodstuffs. 
The main 
desire of the soldiers is said to be for 
peace. 


The correspondent cite incidents of 
Bol.sheviki troops refusing the march, 
declining to attack the Ukrainians and 
permitting the Cossacks to disarm 
them without resistance.

There is only one thing bearing on the 
matter in tlii-s case. No one will be al- 
lowed to charge an e.\ces.sive price. The 
bakers and retailers will have to fix the 
]»rice, not the commi.'sion. 


Bernard Gets Direct Appeal 
There are .several occasions when in- 
terested men have sent appeals direct to 
Dr. Bernard at Imliannpoli.'». In one in- 
stance he received a letter from this city, 
asking identically the same 
questions 
that the local commissioner ha.s answer- 
ed a score of times. 
The same regula- 
tions rule not alone Indiana, but 
tlie 
whole of the United States.. These rules 
eminate from national food administra- 
tion oificials at Wa.shington 
and 
are 
from there promulgated to 
state 
and 
county officials. There are nvlos which 
these commissioners can in force and these 
are where e.vce.^.sive prices are chargcd 
and for hoarding food commodities. In 
such cases as thc.«o the license can be re- 
voked. Another mle within the power of 
the commi.ssion is that though a retailer 
does not come under the list of Ucensod 
merchants he is amenable to the law 
governing excess prices and profits. 


The food situation is always under the 
strict^.st .surveillanre. To iUustrate this, 
recently Commissioner Haffner received 
information that a shipment of sugar to 
this city was in violation of the hoard- 
ing license. Deputy commissioners were 
quickly put on the ca.se. There was no 
violation of the regulations. It proved 
that there were two bags of sugar, one 
consigned to a restaurant here, and an- 
other to a farmer who in transfer for his 
sugar-beets was receiving his quota of 
sugar in return. But there will be no tol- 
eration of infringements. The food com- 
missioners have made up their mind to 
that point. 


Bakers Up In Air. 


The retail business men of f o r t \\'ayne 
who handle bread have 
announced 
a 
meeting for Wednesday evening. At this 
meeting it i.s propo.sed that the prices 
be thoroughly discussed. They will prob-

Regarding the wheatless days, bakers 
are still in a qunndry. It is understood 
that there are local manufacturers of 
bread who will discontinue the making of 
bread on those days. To re])eat what The 
Sentinel has said before; rye or graham 
breads do not come under the ban of 
wheat products. While wheat 
flour is 
used in the manufact\ire of graham or 
rye, the food commission at Washington 
has specifically stated that tliey are not 
counted as wheat products. Unle-ss these 
were allowed the consumer would have

Armenia under the kaiser's obedient 
ally, Turkey, h a s suffered more from 
frightfulness and organized 
torture, 
justified under the now historic ex- 
cuse of "military necessity" than Bel- 
gium, Serbia, or Poland. 


The 
distressed 
inhabitants of Ar- 
menia have reached the lowest depth 
of miser>-. want and woe. One to t w o 
million have already died; two million 
ar« n o w starving. 


Many of the latter 
have 
actually 
been reduced to the point of devour- 
ing grass, or locusts gathered in hand- 
fuls, raw and without even salt. Au- 
thentic reports prove this to be abso- 
lutely true. 


"They catch stray dogs," cables 
one relief worker, "and like sav- 
ages pounce upon dead 
animals, 
whose flesh they eat eagerly and 
without 
cooking." 
But these are the more 
fortunate 
ones w h o have actually escaped from 
Turkey though they n o w face starva- 
tion. 
The bones of thousands ordered 
deported from their h o m e s now whiten 
the roads of Asia Minor. 


The policy of "military 
necessity" 
devised to excuse the deportation of 
these thousands of Armenians and Syr- 
ians from their homes, has also been 
used to cloak murder and cruelty un- 
dreamed. 


Almost on the day war w a s declared 
notice w a s served on the civilian pop- 
ulation in countless cities throughout 
northeastern Turkey to get ready to 
move on. 
No distinction was made, 
often not more than a f e w hours warn- 
ing w a s given in which to pack up a 
few belongings; and the motley crowd 
of Armenians and Syrians would be 
I started on a journey 
which led to 
death after horrible suffering. 


The details of the indignities upon 
these 
people 
thus suddenly 
dragged 
from their h o m e s can never be fully 
realized by those not actually in touch 
with conditions. 


In general it w a s the women, chil-

dren and men beyond the age for mili- 
tary service w h o suffered this fate. 


The m e n of military age, forced into 
the Turkish army, had still other hor- 
rors reserved for them. 


In countless cases which are today 
a matter of official report. Turkish offi- 
cials put in charge of such 
deported 
peoples lashed them on with whip and 
bayonet point. 
They were not per- 
mitted to stop for rest or food until 
they 
dropped 
dead by the wayside. 
W h e n the desert w a s reached, or some 
other desolate region, the order would 
be given, "KILL T H E S E CHRISTIAN 
DOGS!" and ten minutes later a bloody 
heap of bodies alone remained. 


An American, now in this country, 
whose word 
cannot be doubted, re- 
ports having counted 
10,000 
corpses 
in one short walk from the city where 
he then lived. 


Tliere w a s one exception— the 
pretty 
young 
girls, 
whose 
lives 
were spared that they might suffer 
a worse fate than death in satis- 
fying the lust of the m e n whose 
hands were red with the blood of 
their people. 
The 
testimony 
of 
eye-witnessea 
proves that the rivers Tirgis, Euphra- 
tes, 
as well as 
countless 
smaller 
streams 
were 
full of the bodies of 
young women w h o threw 
themselves 
into the waters to die rather than s u f - 
fer the fate of the Turkish harem. 
In the city of Marsovan and other 


places young and beautiful Armenian 
girls were sold for $2 to $4 each. 


Those of the deported w h o fell by 
the wayside, too weak and heartsick 
to go further, were clubbed and goad- 
ed until they drag'ged their bodies per- 
haps a f e w yards on. Then, w h e n hu- 
man nature could do no more, the of- 
ficers 
cursed and killed them with a 
blow, or simply left them to die of 
starvation and disease. 


What the grown people suffered 's 
beyond anything in human history, but 
the littia children, with their weaker 
powers of endurance, 
naturally had 
even more to bear. 
Their bodies line 
the roads of Asia Minor, unburied prey 
of beasts and birds. 


That Germany stood silent, acquies- 
cent, in the background, there is no 
possible que.stion. 
The wires to Berlin 
were open all the time these deporta- 
tions were going on. and orders were 
constantly being received and carried 
out by the Turkish officials. 


German officers were directing tho 
mobilization and, organization of tho 
Turkish 
forces, and were 
constantly 
in touch with official.«? in Germany, and 
might 
have 
reported 
these 
horrible 
facts. 


If Germany did not actually order 
the massacres at least she knew w h a t 
was happening and made no move to 
stop them. 
o 


To the Turkish plan of putting an 
end to "The Armenian Question"' by 


putting an end to the Armenians, Ger- 
many showed herself in full sympathy. 


The fate of the Armenians w h o fell 
into the hands of Kurds proved more 
ghastly, if that were possible, but their 
.«sufferings were of shorter duration. 


The Kurds are the mountain dwell- 
ers of Asia Minor, as savage a race a s 
can be found anywhere. 


From 
their mountain 
h o m e s 
they 
swept down in bands to attack the de- 
fenseless Armenians deported to the 
plains below. 
Outright murder seems 
to have been their aim, rather than 
bringing death to the Christians by 
lingering suffering. 
Outrage and bru- 
tality w a s the rule. 
The old and sick, 
the little children, would be shot down 
or stabbed before the eyes of t h e oth- 
er.s, their dead bodies looted of any- 
thing they might have managed to car- 
ry with them, and then the remaining 
women 
were 
driven to the Kurdish 
villages.

OUT WITH BUREAUCRACY. 


'A self-sufficient bureaucracy in tlic Avar de- 
partment is no new growth in those quarters. 
It has been there these many years. 
Never 
before, however, has the country been bron.irlit 
to face so critical a need that it be cut and 
made an end of, branch and root, as tlie 
country is brought to face right now. 


Tales of the self-sufficiency of the ordnance 
branch of the war department are numerous 
and some of them are ancient, but all of theiu 
have bearing more or less on the situation in 
which the American armies today are found. 
JThe testimony of Colonel Lewis a few days 
ago, showing in what curt and stupid fas!)ion 
and with what bull-headed persistency his 
effort to get the war dej)artment to accept llir- 
proffer of his machine was repulsed, dis- 
closes much. It is of no consequence that it 
was Colonel Lewis, though he is an officer of 
the United States army; but it is of conse- 
quence that the soldiers of the nation arc face 
to face with the foe on the firing line and 
are not well equipped with one of the most 
essential weapons of modern warfare. 


An army bureaucrat says, "We don't want 
your gun; we're not at all interested," axxl 
that ends that matter for weeks. Tlio delay 
has not ceased. 
The ordnance bureau and 
bureaucrats are still trying to get machine 
guns. 
The weapon that sufficed Great Brit- 
ain's armies and France"s armies in no way 
answers the war department's purposes and 
nine months after entering tlie war our sol- 
diers are still unarmed, whereas the woaj:)nn 
freely offered the goverinnent iniglit have been 
had promptly and by thousands. It has been 
an oft-repeated story since the European war 
begun that the Gathmann shell—the invcntioii 
of an American—with which Germany bat- 
tered the forts on the Belgian frontier to 
pieces and blasted her way through Belgium 
into France was first offered to the American 
Trar department and met with the traditional 
scorn of the bureaucrats. And so it has gone 
:mth many another invention of war in the 
departments of the army and navy at Wash- 
ington. 


But dealing with historical incidents—an- 
cient or recent—^in the war department counts 
now for nothing. The country is in the midst 
of the hardest task at arms it has ever shoul- 
dered. 
Any waste of time, any neglect of 
efftciency, any failure to make the most of 
what can be made to count against the ultra- 
military efficiency of the Prussian war ma- 
ehme will be a crime against the republic. 
There is neither time nor place for the nar- 
rowness, egotism and prejudice of bureau 
cracy and bureaucrats in the management of 
the war. 
Stiff-mustached, stiff-necked, stiff- 
baclnd and stiff-minded chiefs can bring more 
diraster to American arms as they sit 
sufficient and non-performing in their stiff 
seats in Washington than a supreme strategic 
blunder at the front. 


' Tbe business of getting on with the war can 
wait upon nothing, defer to notiiing, com- 
promise with nothing. Those -who would get 
in the way of that business must be run over.

the French. 
» It has been from the beginning of that cam- 
paign, February, lOlS", a debated question 
among allied and neutral strategists as to just 
what was the dominant purpose there. 
The 
theory as widely accepted as any has been 
that it was designed to make a military repu- 
tation for the crown prince, set him on a 
pedestal and gain him the adulation of the 
German people. Dynastic reasons could easily 
enough account for that. Verdun itself was 
of no great strategic importance. The French 
could have yielded the position and have de- 
fended another farther back just as well. But 
that would have been to concede at least a 
nominal victory to the enemy out of which he 
would have made much and have established 
his purpose, while it would have injured 
Fi-ance by impairing the public morale. 
So 
the French stood their ground and made good 
tlieir slogan, "They shall never pass," while 
for a year and a half the crown prince poured 
out the blood of his men in the vain effort to 
beat his way through that invincible line. 


Now comes the kaiser to Verdun to tell the 
soldiers that they have won a great victory by 
the sacrifices there, for as a part of the gen- 
eral strategy by which Russia Avas stopped, 
liumania overrun, Serbia desolated and finallj* 
Italy invaded, it permitted the signal triumph 
of Gorman arms on all other fields—save the 
line in Flanders, w'hich his majesty does not 
dwell upon. 
That is a new view of Verdun 
and the more interesting because it comes in 
the trail of the final German disaster on that 
historic field of death. 
But it was a great 
victory and the crown prince is the victor. 
That is a rich and warm consolation to the 
survivors. 


The kaiser's speech makes good reading for 
the discontented folks all over the German 
empire, for Verdun and its inestimable cost in 
men and munitions doubtless has been never 
(luite clear to the mass of the Germans, to 
whom a battle eighteen months in duration 
and nothing gained permanently must have 
appeared as a reverse. The occasion gave the 
kaiser opportunity to dwell upon the unde- 
jiiable successes of his arms and his intrigue 
in Russia and the invasion of Italy, and that 
is good stuff at this time with mid-winter 
rigors and its concomitants adding to Ger- 
many's war sickness. 


But A'erdun as a victory, as a field of tri- 
umph, to be boasted of and made the theme 
of a war speech that will become classic in 
Teuton lands if Germany shall come out of the 
war unwhipped, is a new and rather ingenious 
notion of the kaiser's for putting his first-born 
square with the fatherland.

has put upon the president, and he has 
tlie sympathies and the prayers of mil- 
lions, but it is none the less maddening 
that he should persist in attempting to 
bear tlie whole burden alone. Again we 
implore him to abolish the latest make- 
shift for a war council, comprising over- 
worked heads of departments, charged 
to meet onco a week, and draw to his aid 
the five biggest minds in the country— 
men of tlie calibre of Chief Justice Ed- 
ward D. White and'Elihu Root—and hold 
them every hour that may be within the 
range of phy.sical possibilities. Surely if, 
as tlie president plainly warned our al- 
lies, unified direction is essential abroad, 
it is no less requisite at home. 


Readers of this Revnew need not be re- 
minded that, within a month after war 
was declared, we directed the attention 
of the president to the fact that every 
power in conflict had been "driven to this 
recourse" and depicted as "the overpow- 
ering and pressing need" such a "Jbn- 
centration 
of 
direction 
of 
manifold 
divergent forces" as would constitute "a 
combined sieve and buffet" and enable 
him to achieve effective co-ordination. 
Now, after six long months we read 
limply in the Washington dispatches that 
"as the war has progressed the need of 
a more effective co-ordination of effort 
has become increasingly evident," that 
"heads of departments have looked at 
problems only with the idea in mind of 
solving their special difficulties,'* and 
that "this lack bf teamwork with its re- 
sultant reduction in efficiency, is respon- 
sible for the decision to establish a new 
war council," consisting of the six mem- 
bers of the old board of national defense 
and five additional supernumernries. 


Bitter experience

and belated admission of the necessity, 
but, alas, the change is not for better, 
but for worse. The larger the body, of 


course, the less useful it is bound to be. 
In point of fact, the new council is not 
a council at all; it is a weekly town 
meeting "held every Monday morning," 
when of all times each member should be 
at his desk.

What this government needs is vision. 
No whit less vital than the present 
urgency is heed to the future. Of what 
avail are "all the resources of the civiliz- 
ed world" if those resources 
are 
not 
utilized? Our allies are dragging into 
service every conceivable aid in Europe 
and India and Africa, but they look per- 
force to the United States to muster 
South America and Japan, and even 
perhaps 
China. 
The 
president 
must 
realize that; he has vision, splendid, wide 
and far-reaching; but how 
can 
that 
vision be brought 
into 
action 
while 
smothered, as now it surely is, in a mass 
of details? 


It is only fair, moreover, to warn the 
government that the remark is becoming 
far too common that everything this ad- 
ministration does is "partisan, petty and 
personal.' Denying, as we do with in 
dignation, all such accusations, we never 
theless cannot fail to recognize the wis 
dom, even the necessity, of taking most 
scrupulous care to lend no color to such 
aspersions. In a time like this, when feel- 
ings are tense and 
hearts 
are 
being 
wrung, when political ambitions and per 
sonal jealousies are rife and when even 
the flimsiest of excuses are sought by 
the wilfully discontented, every act of 
a great leader should not only be but 
luminously and unmistakably appear to 
be disinterested and noble. In no other 
way can a great people be kept as wholly 
united as the president believes this na- 
tion now to be.

DISLOYAIi IRISHMEN 
REBUKED. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


Rev. Joseph McMahon, pastor of 
Our Lady of Lourdes Roman 
Cath- 
olic church 
in New York 
city, 
in 
addressing the Catholic Libary asso- 
ciation on the subject of Catholics and 
the war, administered a sharp rebuke 
to the members of the church through- 
out the world who, to their everlast- 
ing disgrace, he declared, had taken 
the side of Germany through racial 
and religious prejudice. 
His remarks 
were especially and with 
particular 
emphasis directed toward Irish Cath- 
olics who let their hatred of English 
obscure the wickedness of Germany. 


He said that while Catholics form 
only one-sixth of the population of 
America, over one-third of the 
ican army is Catholic. 
But there are 
men in the church, he said, who can- 
not forget their prejudices even for 
the sake of their country and are will- 
ing to see Germany win in order to 
humble England, regardless of 
the 
effect on the United States, to which 
they profess loyalty. 
"I have received 
letters," he told his hearers, "which, 
if I had turned them over to the secret 
service, would have caused their writ- 
ers to be interned until the end of 
the war. 
A priest sent me a letter In 
which he lamented that he had ever 
become a citizen of the United States, 
forgetting that no one compelled to do 
so and that the sea was still open for 
his etrurn. 


He charges that great harm was 
done to Belgian refugees in England 
through the influence of Irish priests, 
who told them they were fools to op- 
pose the Germans in their invasion, 
that the Germans were the true friends 
of little nations and 
England had 
entered the war in order to become 
ruler of the world. 
He spoke In great 
condemnation of the deterioration of 
moral sense that would permit the 
adoption of such an attitude and the 
forgetfulness o fthe sufferings of help- 
less people that was involved. 


The Irish people may have a grie- 
vance against England. 
But whatever 
the residents of Ireland may do and 
feel, It Is not the part of Irishmen in 
the United States to take an attitude 
of friendliness to Germany.

But it is business to get the highest 
price that the market allows, and this, 
in war time, becomes profiteering. 


Unless the government steps in and 
treats all alike prices will continue 
to 
soar in every line.

Food Administrator Makes 
Public Statement Senate 
Befused to Hear. 


Washington, 
D e c . 
26,—Cheaper 
sugar next years is promised by Food 
Administrator 
Hoover 
today 
in 
a 
statement defending his acts f r o m the 
assaults of the Reed committee. 


The statement, issued after submis- 
sion to President Wilson, holds 
out 
t h e hope that the 1918 price to the 
housewife is going to be f r o m 8% to 
9 cents a pound. 
Late August it was 


10 
to 11 cents. 
Had the food ad- 
ministration not pursued the course it 
has in dealing with the problem, says 
Mr. Hoover, the price 
would 
have 
been f r o m 20 to 25 cents a pound. 


Mr. Hoover said Americans would 
have been gouged of $180,000,000 if 
he had not taken prompt action 
to 
prevent it. 


Though promising a cheaper price, 
Mr. Hoo^-^er does not promise America 
its normal supply of sugar. 


Kconomy to Save 11 Ships. 
He says: 


It is our stern duty to feed the 
allies, to maintain 
their 
health 
and strength at any cost, to our- 
selves. 
There has not been, nor 
will be, enough sugar for 
even 
their present meager and depress- 
ing ration unless they send ships 
to remote m a r k e t s f o r it. 
If we, 
in our greed and gluttony, force 
them 
either 
to 
f u r t h e r 
reduce 
their ration or to send the ships, 
wc will have done damage to our 
abilities to win this war. 


Today the number of soldiers 
we can send to F r a n c e is limited 
by the ships available. 
If 
we 
send the ships to J a v a for 250,000 
tons of sugar next year, wo will 
have necessitated employment of 
the equivalent 
of 
eleven 
extra 
ships for one year. 
This is the 
measure of transport and 
main- 
tenance of 150,000 to 200,000 men 
in France. 


"If, 
however, 
the 
American 
public will diminish consumption 
by 10 to 15 per cent, or if the 
Cuban crops a i e larger than 
we 
anticipate, this disaster of trans- 
port necessity can be averted. 


Wilson Sanctions Statement. 
Ever 
since 
the 
investigation 
into 
tlie sugar shortage was started 
Mr. 
Hoover has been endeavoring to get 
his statement before the 
committee. 
The committee refused to accept 
it 
untill Mr. Hoover is called 
to 
the 
stand. 
Mr. Hoover 
finally 
sent 
the 
communication- to the pi-esident, com- 
plaining the food administration 
was 
being indicted in ex-parte fashion, and 
obtained the president's permission to 
m a k e it public. 


At the outset he says t h a t prior to 
the war the United States, Canada and 
England imported the sugar they used, 
while F r a n c e and Italy were 
nearly 
self-supporting. 
The principal .sources 
of supply were Germany and neighbor- 
ing powers, the West Indies and the 
East Indies. 
England alone depended 
on Germany and neighboring source.s 
for 1,400,000 lonr: tons a year. 
With 
the outbreak o*^ 
. the French output 
fell from 7.')*! 
ton«, all but 50,000 
of 
which 
the 
I'rcnch 
consumed, 
to 
210,000—the 
Italian 
to 
75,000 
tons. 
The allies, which hitherto had taken 
300,000 tons from the western hemis- 
phere. now require 1,420,000 f r o m this 
source. 


Denies Cuban Sugar Charge. 
Mr. Hoover describes the situation 
when 
the 
food' administration 
was 
formed last August, and tells of the 
reduction at a time when 25-cent su- 
gar semed certain. 
The aims of the 
food administration, he said, have been 
to protect the American producer and 
consumer, prevent speculation and ex- 
tortion and to supply the allies. 


He denies t h a t his action in limiting 
the m a x i m u m 
price to be paid 
by 
American 
refiners for 
Cuban 
sugar 
caused 100,000 tons to be diverted and 
thus helped bring on the shortage. All 
the Cuban sugar, he declared, has been 
brought to the United States or sent to 
the allies. 


Hoover Defends Rolph. 
Replying to the charge of Spreckels 
that George M. Rolph, chief of. the 
sugar division of the food administra- 
tion, in the price fixing had aided the 
California-Hawaiian Sugar 
Company, 
of which he had been general manag- 
er. 
Mr. Hoover says: 
Mr. Rolph did not fix the price. 
It (the 34-cent increase in teh Cu 
ban prices) does raise the price to 
the Hawaiian f a r m e r about t h a t 
amount. 
It does not raise 
the 
profit of the California refinery, 
because their charge for refining 
is like all other refiners, limited to 
$1.30 per hundred pounds, 
plus 
the freight differential on the es- 
tablished custom of trade. 
Mr. 
Rolph h a s not one penny of inter- 
est in that r«finery. 


"In any event, by the voluntary 
limitation 
of the California 
re- 
finery sugar price to the 17.25 lev- 
el three m o n t h s before It came in- 
to force on the Atlantic seaboard, 
in order that we might have a un- 
iversal price west of the Ohio, Mr. 
Rolph h a s penalized the company 
of which he warn m a n a g e r 
over 
$700,000 under what it might just- 
ly have stood out for. 
That Is 
equal treatment with the Atlantic 
refineries. 
He has done 
distin- 
gruished service for the American 
people."

It appears that the Bolsheviki com- 
missioners are trying, although vainly, 
to shift some of the discontented mili- 
tary units from the capital.

says the 
Praobrashensky regiment has declared 
its disbelief in the intention of the Bol- 
sheviki government to open the con- 
stituent assembly and has refused to 
relinquish guard of the Tauride palace 
until the assembly meets. The Semin- 
ovsky guard regiment has resolved not 
to arrest members of the constituent 
assembly, no matter what orders it re- 
ceives. 


It is reported, however, that the Bol- 
sheviki intend to control admission to 
the assembly by issuing tickets. 
This 
is sharply opposed by the social revo- 
lutionists, w^ho are credited with the 
determination to convene the assembly 
in any case. 
In consequence of the 
postponement of the peace negotiations 
at Brest-Litovsk because the Germans 
were not ready to reply to the Russian 
terms, the Russian delegates are re- 
ported to be returning to Petrograd, 
where apparently they are expected to 
await the arrival 
of the delegation 
from the enemy powers, which is to 
take part in a conference on the politi- 
cal aspects of an eventual peace con- 
ference.

Such things are not un- 
common now, he adds. 


The same correspondent telegraphs 
that the British ambassador, George 
Buchanan, 
published 
on Sunday a 
statement refuting the charge of inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of Russia 
and adding that as there are now three 
independent representatives in Russia 
it is difficult to avoid the appearance 
of having relations with more than 
one. 


Finland Asks Recognition. 


It is reported from Brest-Litovsk by 
way of Petrograd that Finland has ap- 
pealed to Germany to recognize its in- 
dependence and that the Germans ex- 
press their willingness to do so. Leon 
Trotzky, the Bolsheviki foreign minis- 
ter, is said to have shown his irritation 
because the Finns applied to the Ger- 
mans direct instead of through the 
Bolsheviki commissioners. 
A Stock- 
holm dispatch to the Post records the 
arrival there of a Finnish delegation 
to ask Sweden'.s recognition of the in- 
dependence of the Finns. 


According to the same correspondent 
anarchistic conditions prevail in parts 
of Finland. The Swedish con.sulate at 
Helsingfors has sent an urgent appeal 
to his government to protect Swedes at 
Abo, where there is a reign of terror. 
Bandits are said to be running wild in 
Uleaborg and In various other districts. 


The Stockholm Tidnigen reports an 
agreement between the Finnish senate 
and the Baltic fleet committee under 
which Finland virtually will buy its 
independence for 50,000,000 rubles.

Berlin, 
Dec. 26.—There was in- 
creased artillery fire yesterday south- 
east of Ypres, on the Belgian front, and 
near Moeuvres and Marcoing on the 
Cambrai front, it was officially an- 
nounced today by the German war 
affice. French detachments reconnoi- 
tering south of Juvincourt were re- 
pulsed after hand to hand fighting. The 
statement adds:

Strikes and Lockouts Are 
Responsible for Vast 
Waste of Days. 


Washingtoiii, 
Dec. 2(>—More .tllan a 
fialf million working days—the equiv- 
alent of the labor of 20,000 workinen for 
a solid month have been lost to the gov- 
ernment's ship building program through 
strikes and lockouts, K. B. Stevenson, 
the shipping board told the .senate in- 
vestigating committee today. 


A total of 536,992 -working days were 
lost, Mr. Stevens said. This .«situation, 
however, i-s now much improved. On the 
Pacific coast the .shipping board has j»ut 
in a uniform wage scale and is arrang- 
ing a similar scale in the east. To make 
the ship building program a success, the 
sliipping board, Mr. Stevens said, must 
double the number of men engaged in 
ship building work. There now are em- 
ployed in the country's yards he said 
about 150,000 workers. 


"What are the prospects of getting 
these additional men?" 
said 
Senator 
Harding. 


"I think it can be done and it must he 
done if the program is to go through," 
Mr. Stevens replied.

Amsterdam, Dec. 24.-—Emperor Wil- 


liam visited the front north of Verdun 
on Friday, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch and in an address to the troops 
thanked them warmly for their efforts.

Mrs. Charles G. Pepe spent Tuesday 


visiting in Bluffton 


Boards Warn Against Delay 


on Part of Those Receiv- 


ing Questionnaires. 


LAST MINUTE BUSH 


IS GREATLY FEARED 


Blanks Must be Returned 
Properly Filled Out With- 


in Seven Days. 


Members of the four national army 


boards in Allen county were busy to- 
day mailing the fourth five per cent, 
of the questionnaires to draft regis- 
trants. 
Questionnaires were mailed 


today to registrants with the following 
call numbers: District No. 1, 470 to 
592, 
No. 2, 700 to 900; No. 3, 579 to 


740; 
county, 498 to 645. 


It is important that the registrants 


who receive their questionnaires report 
promptly to their legal advisory board 
for assistance. As only seven days are 
given in which to fill out and return 
the Questionnaires, each registrant is 
urged to read his questionnaire through 
as soon as he receives it, and then 
report to one of the advisory boards 
for advice as to his rights and duties. 
A member of one of the boards said 
today: 
- "It is essential that the registrants 
realize that,by failing to report im- 
mediately after receiving their ques- 
tionnaire, the work of the legal ad- 
visers will not progress as rapidly as 
necessary. 
If each registrant waits 


till his time limit is nearly up, the ad- 
visers will not be able to handle the 
great number of cases, and it is pos- 
sible for the legistrant to be placed 
in Class 1 on account of his delay." 


Take Dependants Along. 


Reports from some of the legal ad- 


visory committees show that regis- 
trants desiring exemption 
on the 


grounds of dependency are failing to 
bring their dependents with them 
when repoiting to the legal advisors. 
All affidavits made must be sworn to 
and unless the dependents are on hand 
the work of swearing to the affidavits 
cannot proceed. 


Section 7, on page 2, of the ques- 


tionnaire, reads in part^aa follows: 


"Either the mailing o'r the entry of 


such in the classification list shall con- 
stitute the giving of notice to, the 
registrant and to all concerned! and 
shall charge the registrant and all con- 
cerned with notice of the 
day on 


which duty is to be performed, re- 
gardless of whether or not a mailed 
notice or questionnaire is actually re- 
ceived by the registiant or other per- 
son. Failure to receive such notice 
or questionnaire will not excuse the 
registrant from •performing any duty 
within the time limit, nor shall it be 
in itself ground for extension of time." 


This means that the registrants 


whose questionnaires have been mailed 
and returned, will be placed in Class 
1 at the close of the time limit un- 
less the registiant, relative or friend 
of the registrant, notifies the board 
of his ptesent location. 


Notice has been sent to local boards 


authorizing them to accept volunteers 
for immediate service in the army, 
provided they are not in the current 
quota, and will wai\e all claim for 
exemption. Any registrant desiring to 
enlist immediately should consult a 
member of the district board under 
which he is registered.

In his 
recent 
book, 
"Ancestral 


Voices," published by George H. Do- 
ran and company, New York, Dr. John 
A. Button indulges in this inquiry as 
to history repeating itself. He is led 
to institute a certain comparison be- 
tween the Apostate Julian 
in 
the 


fourth century and the German au- 
tocracy of these days. He shows that 
both of them turned against Christi- 
anity. 
They alike had been 
born 


and reared in connection with Christ- 
Ian institutions 
But they came 
to 


reject the whole funf-Mmental 
ideas 


•-*and conceptions r>f Christianity, such 


as sin, penitence, forgiveness, pity, the 
advantages of poveity, 
and 
other 


forms of self-denial. All these became 
obnoxious and weak, both to Julian 
and the autocratic militarists They 
had no use for the passive virtues, and 
they magnified the active and more 
energetic virtues. They despised pov- 
erty of spirit and purity of heart and 
mercifulness and peace making, and 
endurance of persecution, etc. They 
loved power and the fruits'of power. 
Moreover, they magnified the human 
Intellect as the greatest power. Both 
Julian and the 
German 
autocrats 


turned back to the ancient heathen 
learning, to cultured paganism. Then 
they passed on until all Christian re- 
straint was removed, and they became 
practically heathen, worshipping the 
gods of the Greek and German genius. 


In both these cases the reaction 


was accelerated by the low condition 
of the life of the church. Constantino 
had injured the church by giving it 
state and civil power. The student of 
history knows that, "In the da>s of 
the catacombs Chrisianity was poor, 
pure and powerful."" Our author puts 
it well .when he says: 
"As long as 


Christianity was compelled to use all 
the strength of a minority in resisting 
persecution, it was a powerful moral 
force with men, and developed in them 
sentiments of heroic virtue. 
But 


Christianity, when victorious, rested 
quietly in security and peace, leaving

She is carried with conceptions of 
woild statesmanship rather than the 
humble ambassador of the Gospel, 
with big business rather than with the 
Great Savior. 
She has regarded the 


old purity and self-denial as ascetism 
and undue strictness. She has regard- 
or herself as formally or practically 
free to participate in worldly Indul- 
gen'ces and sinful passions. She has 
exalted man and 
dishonored God. 


These impulses and couises, both with 
Julian and the autocrats, have given 
encouragement to the heathenism de- 
parture. 


It is vain for the church to deny all 


this. Little will be gained by mere 
reaffirmatlon of doctrine and ethics 
although both of these 
'nave 
their 


places What the church must have in 
order to cast off this reflection and 
make amends for her evil is a return 
to a true heart faith and ai life con- 
sistent with the teachings of her Lord. 
And we are persuaded that one of the 
present purposes of this fearful world 
scourge is the cleaning of the whole 
church from unbelief 
and worldly 


practices and passions.- Already we 
believe we see the beginning of this. 


Julian pursued his course, and in- 


creased in bitter opposition to the 
church.

siastic that, "At the close of his war 
he would treat the Christians with 
such bitterness that the Son of the 
carpenter would not be able to deliv- 
er them."

How the Vaccine That Prevents Small- 


pox Was Discovered. 


Most of the triumphs in the preven- 


tion of disease have come about as the 
direct result of the discoveries of Pas- 
teur, and the establishment of what 
is known as the germ theory of dis- 
ease. 


Before the time of Pasteur a notable 


advance was made in the discovery of 
vaccination by Dr. Edward Jenner, in 
1798. 


Previous to that time about one per- 


son in every ten dled\ of smallpox. In 
England one person in every three 
showed pock marks On the face. 


For many years It had been observ- 


ed that cows suffured from an erup- 
tion located about the 
udder and 


flanks and that milkers were likely to 
become infected with the materials 
from this eruption. Dr. Jenner then 
observed that those who had suffered 
from this infection did not contract 
smallpox. 


He began to experiment by Infect- 


ing people and then watching their 
subsequent history. This 
confirmed 


his observation absolutely that an at- 
tack of this disease which Is known as 
vaccinia protected against a subse- 
quent attack of smallpox. 


As a result of this we have vac- 


cination and scarcely any- smallpox 
compared to former epidemics. How 
long does'this protection last? In 
some persons it lasts for life, but the 
average person should be vaccinated 
every few years or every time they are 
exposed to the disease. 
|

The Germs That Cause Antrax Lurk 


jon Hides. 


Anthrax is a disease seen principally 


among persons whose occupation re- 
quires them to handle hides of animals 
or wool. 


The infection, which usually resem- 


bles a boil or carbuncle, is acquired by 
the entrance into the skin of a germ 
through an abrasion or wound. 


The hides of animals may contain 


these germs and when these hides are 
handled by tannery workers, if there 
is a wound upon the skin the germ 
makes entrance through this opening. 


From eight to fifteen hours follow- 


ing the inoculations a small puftiness 
appars about the site of the Inocula- 
tion. The glands in the neighborhood 
become swollen and the temperature 
rises one or two degrees. 


Later the individual becomes rest- 


less, the respiration is accelerated and 
then the individual becomes drowsy. 
If the patient recovers he is immune 
to other attacks. 


The treatment consists primarily in 


the complete cutting away of the local 
sore and by the administration of a 
serum which has some curative value. 
The germs themselves are easily de- 
stroyed, but the pores of the germs are 
very resistant and animals dead of an- 
thrax should be destroyed by burning. 


YULE BELIEFS 
HONOR THE AGED]

So holy do the Netherlands consider 


Christmas day that they believe seed 
planted by them, even if it be sown 
in snow, will grow immediately. 


In Germany the housewives watch 


carefully for egrgs laid on Christmas 
eve, for It is said that these produce 
Immense fowls. 


A bit of wood from the yule fire is 


kept by the Dutch. With this they 
light tho fire on the following Christ- 
mas. The bit of wood is placed under 
the bed and is said to bring good luck 
and ward off lightning from the house. 


In the northeast of Scotland a belief 


prevails that if meat is not partaken 
of at the Christmas dinner the cattle 
will not wax strong and healthy. 


Servian families bake a cake of un-

Experience had profited her but lit- 


tle, though of one thing she is possi- 
tive that is her name is Fern Sapping- 
ton. It seemed to be the surname that 
gave her prestige among the throng 
of guests, though she could see no rea- 
BOa why "Sappington" should cause 
any comment and she frankly con- 
fessed, in effect, that she agreed with 
Juliet "in her theory of the nothing- 
ness in a name, and that pleasantness 
or unpleasantness of intonation has no 
relation to the olfactory nerve.

There 
were 2,000 who might have claimed

were scattered about the country, some 
far from,their pioneer fathers' chosen 
State, and so those who could came to 
join hands with kin and mingle with 
the people through whose veins ran 
the blood common to all. 


Communion Among Kin. 


• It was an assemblage uncommon to 
the social order of today, when the 
course of life runs too swiftly to per- 
mit of the old communion among kin. 
Nowadays one does not trouble to 
"look up one's klnfolks," and, indeed, 
there is more often that tendency to- 
ward subduing them in the back- 
ground, for multitudes of relatives are 
no longer fashionable in the same 
sense they were two or three genera- 
tions ago.

Among the men at that family re- 


union there was a marked absence of 
.the millionaire, tho speculator, the 
broker, but-few had done any Blung- 
ing, and few were rich in worldly 
means. 
There was -that quality of 


solidity amongst them all that spoke 
through the veins of the men to whom 
the very gathering itself was a tribute. 


Many of the clan met.for the first 


, time and it was with no mean pride 


that babies were held aloft and girls 
and boys were stood in line to be re- 
marked upon at the likeness to some 
venerable head of the family. The 
worthy traits of the men-children 
were exploited and the, thrift and 
homely virtues of the girls were prais- 
ed before their gratified possessors. 
There were as many interested ears 
listening to various phases of "family 
history" as ever were gathered to de- 
' light the "family historian," which no 
clan is without. 


Now and again one would hear: 


"Lindsay is certainly the Image of his 
great-great uncle, Lindsay Long, for 
whom he was named, and I am sure he 
/must inherit his taste for architecture 
from that source, for he plays with his 
Mocks from morning until night and 
builds the cleverest things out of 
them."

Another will claim that James really 


cannot -be blamed for his youthful 
habit of running away, since he came 
directly from that gentleman, Capt. 
James Mackay, whose love of explor- 
ing led him to cross the Mississippi 


1 river before any of his English-speak- 


ing compatriots, and set him on a fu- 
tile quest of the South'Sea in Missouri 
and the Rockies. 


It was such names as Sappington 


and Mackay and Long and the things 
for which these names stand that in- 
spired the gathering of the clan. • 


Monument to Pathfinder. 


That these names will live, has been 


made an assurance by the Daughters 
of 1812, who have erected a monument 
to their valor. This monument is cast 
in the form of two bronze tablets, on 


1 one of which is inscribed a tribute in 


bas relief, to the "Pathfinders Who 
Won the West," on the other the ."Roll

of Fame." These tablets hang in the 


' ,. Jefferson Memorial in St. Louis, a wit- 
, ness to the deeds of valor and bravery 


of those men whose great vision saw 


- r in our Western country the possibility 


of an earthly elysium, and were cour- 


ageous enough to do their part in mak- 
ing that elysium a reality. - 


There are but 111 names on the tab- 


let, names of men who came to St 
Louis before the year 1826, and of 
that number, six of the inscribed pb 
neers are the forefathers of the cli: 
whose celebration commemorated the : 
deeds. It was in anticipation of th 
hanging of these tablets that the fa;n 
ily convened at this time, to meet and 
know those of common blood. 


Each name that has been engraved 


upon the tablet of bronze has beer. 
validated by the Society of the Daugh- 
ters of 1812, and the history of each 
name, the marriage, the descendants, 
and all the deeds worthy of recording 
has been written upon parchment and 
Incased 
in brass 
cylinder-cartons, 


sealed and deposited in 'the archives 
pf Jefferson Memorial in Forest Park. 
The contents of'these cylinders are 
likewise a tribute to the family his- 
torian, whose efforts fo write an hon- 
est and. accurate history of each name 
required months of research 
and 


study. -

The honor belonging to the historian 


of the names of John Sappington, Wil- 
liam Lindsay Long, Lawrence Long, 
John Long, Capt. James Mackay and 
James Wilton Thomas belong to the 
two descendants of all of these pio- 
neers. Mrs. Fannie Long Walsh and" 
Mrs. lona Berry Wilson, the great- 
great-granddaughters of f Capt. John 
Long.

These women have more names in- 


scribed upon the bronze tablet than 
any other pioneer descendant, and it 
is with just pride that they devoted 
eighteen months to recording the his- 
tories of their ancestors, who were of 
such great significance in the building 
of St. Louis and the surrounding coun- 
try. 


Romance of the Wilderness. 


Each history is a romance such as 


Sir Walter Scott delighted to narrate. 
A romance of thrilling combats with 
the redmen whose chiefs were gods of 
the rivers and woods and plains; of 
struggles with inclement elements 
when the only shelter was a canvas- 
covered wagonj of seemingly insur- 
mountable difficulties presented by the 
topography of the land; of loves that 
grew, stanch and pure, by virtue of 
the struggle common to all. Each 
romance, pent up in a brass cylinder, 
awaits but to be opened by the remote 
peoples of the future to be devoured 
with eager thirst for the archaic, and 
retold in a language that shall be the 
outgrowth of the merging of all race 
color—a reversion from Babel to the 
original tongue. 
' 


It was in 1795 when St.'Louis still 


hoisted the tricolor over her garrisons 
that Capt. John Mackay, the first of 
the clan to set foot on Missouri soil, 
came to help in the building of the fu- 
ture metropolis of the Middle West. 


His title was acquired during the 


Revolutionary war, when he came from 
the Highlands of Scotland to lead a 
North Carolina .troop in our splendid 
fight for freedom. 
Mackay was still 


in the sprightly 30s when he made his 
way West of the Mississippi and was 
full of the ambition for romance, both 
in the conquest of discovery and the 
conquest of hearts, for he sought to 


find the South Sea somewhere in Mis- 
souri or in the Rockies, hunting North 
and West for that body of sun-warmed 
water, but he only came back to dis- 
cover a Southern beauty, Miss Isa- 
bella Long, for whom he was content 
to abandon his youthful ambition to 
find the South Sea in America, and 
settle in a log cabin somewhere in the 
Mississippi Valley river bottom. 


He was. the first English-speaking 


man to cross .the Father of Waters, 
but the French and Spanish tongue, 
which alone was heard in this country 
at the time, held no mystery for him. 
Mackay had received a liberal educa- 
tion in his youth and French and 
Spanish were as well known to him as 
his native language. 


- 
. Was Acting Governor. 


The gallant captain was as fond of 


politics as he was of discovery and 
took an active part in the making of 
early Missouri laws. Although he nev- 
er reached the-distinction of becoming 
governor, ho sat in the governor's 
chair during an absence of that leader, 
and acted in the place of Zeno Tru- 
deau, governor of the Louisiana Terri- 
tory. 


In the year following the arrival of 


Mackay, there came to St. Louis in 
1796 Capt John Long, the charming 
daughter of whom was soon to put an 


end to the wandering of the conquest- 
loving young officer and adventurer. 


Capt. Long was * a blue-blooded 


American, 
"a Virginia 
gentleman, 


suh!" He was born in that state in 
1755, and doubtless it was the nat- 
ural suggestion of the chief produce of 
his state that inspired him to com- 
mand a vessel plying through Atlantic 
waters from Virginia to Liverpool with 
cargoes of tobacco, and to coach the 
Englishman in the use of the smoking 
weed.' Long was twice eligible to the 
title "Captain," first having acquired 
it on the sea, being captain of his 
craft for five years, and again when 
he helped to steer" the course of the 
revolutionary war. 


Elizabeth Bennett of Wales- agreed 


to perpetuate bis line, and, by her, 
Long had two sons, whose names are 
beside his own on the Roll of Fame, 
and a third, whose early death at the 
hands of the Indians, cut short his am- 
bitions to help in the building of St 
Louis.

It was the old captain who begat the 


father of the father of the father of

Lindsay Long, like his father, was 


wedded to war and water before he re- 


nounced them to v i 
Uzabeth Sap- 


pington, who came at a later date. 
Lindsay fought valiantly in the war of 
1812 against the red foe, whose de- 
termination to thwart the pale-faced 
invader was brought to such a san- 
guinary conclusion. - Previous to his 
warrior career, Lindsay built, in 1807 
that historic manse, "White Haven," 
where Gen. Grant courted and mar- 
ried his chosen one—Julia Dent. The 
old house still stands< near Gen. 
Grant's own cabin, out on the Gravois 
road, and no doubt, but that the gen- 
eral found it conveniently situated to 
his ardent heart, for many a path was 
trodden between the cabin and the 
manse before the marriage day joined 
the two. 


Tho First Iron Hall. 
' 


"White Haven" was built with wood- 


en spikes in the place of the more 
modern nails of steel, but, later, Lind- 
say Long built a housfe for himself, in 
which he drove the first iron nail to 
come into use in the country. He 
fashioned them himself 
out of the 


metal in a crude; square shape, but 
they were found far more satisfactory, 


capacity for production. 


From these pioneer men of fighting 


and warrior-like spirits, there still 1s- 
sues fighting blood. In this war for 
•lemocracy there are many descend- 
ants of the old Captain of the Revolu- 
tion and his sons of 1812, and his 
grandsons of the civil war. Among" 
them are Will Slater of Ferguson; Mp., 
v,ho is in the rank and file of the Fifth 
regiment. Another is Edgar Ferguson 
of Webster Groves, who is flying ia 
the Aviation Corps, and his twin sister, 
Miss Edith Ferguson, who has sought 
her work in France under the symbol 
of the Red Cross. Arthur Long of De- 
fiance, Mo., has also shown his ances- 
tral blood in the "Fighting Fifth."

German officers were directing tho 


mobilization and organization of the 
Turkish forces, and were constantly 
in touch with officials in Germany, and 
might have reported these horrible 
facts. 


If Germany did not actually order 


the massacres at least she knew what 
was happening and made no move to 
stop them. 


To the Turkish plan of putting an 


end to "The Armenian Question'" by 


putting an end to the Armenians, Ger- 
many showed herself in full sympathy. 


The fate of the Armenians -who fell 


into the hands of Kurds proved more 
ghastly, if that were possible, but their 
sufferings were of shorter duration.' 


The Kurds are the mountain dwell- 


ers of Asia Minor, as savage a race as 
can be found anywhere. 


From their mountain homes they 


swept down in bands to attack the de- 
fenseless Armenians deported to the 
plains below. Outright murder seems 
to have been their aim, rather than 
bringing death to the Christians by 
lingering suffering. Outrage and bru- 
tality was the rule.

But it was a great 
victory and the crown prince is the victor 
That is a rich and warm consolation to the 
survivors. 


The kaiser's speech makes good reading for 


the discontented folks all over the German 
empire, for Verdun and its inestimable cost in 
men and munitions doubtless has been never 
quite clear to .the mass of the Germans, to 
whom a battle eighteen months in duration 
and nothing gained permanently must have 
appeared as a reverse.
